Just a .short note to thank you 
for the papers and to tell you how 
pleased I am to receive them. It 
sure seems good to read news of 
the old town and see familiar 
faces once again. 

Would you please thank who- 
ever is responsible, through your 
paper, for the parcel which I re- 
ceived on Tuesday, Oct. 2. You 
see, there was no name on it and 
I have no other way of express- 
ing my thanks. It sure was a god- 
send, as things are costly, al- 
though obtainable here. We were 
on a training scheme to-day and 
as it was raining at noon, the Oxo 
cubes came in mighty handy. 
They seem to give a fellow a new 
lease on life, and give him the 
strength to carry on. You know, 
this English weather is not a bit 
like home at this time of year, 
kind of dull and depressing. 

I was awakened from a sound 
sleep the other morning about 4 
o'clock, by a loud bang and the 
trembling of the building where 
we live, but, as the bombs must 
have fallen in the open as there 
is no evidence of any damage to 
the camp, and so we can uncross 
our fingers for a while longer. 
The Jerries don't seem to have 
very good aim, or the pilots are 
young and excitable, but they 
just can't seem to hit their mark. 
Then, again, you know, our own 
air force give them quite a warm 
welcome, so I don't wonder at 
them getting jittery. They seem 
to be concentrating their efforts 
on hospitals and schools, where 
there is not much rcslstence. 

Well, as there isnt much news 
from here to interest you, I guesa 
I will have to close for now, but

"I arrived at Yonge and Eagle 
Street at 5.05 a.m. on October 
13th and found there had been a 
break-in," testified Constable I board. 
Ronald Watt. "A car was sitting \ 
in the drive-way with license 
IM537, a 1931 Ford coach, with 
no keys in it.

This simple prayer for Admiral Lord Nelson was 
written by him in his diary on the eve of the battle of 
Trafalgar.

.Moreover, it is self-support. Americans, thousands of 
miles fiom Burma or from Europe, yet can sense that their 
own rights and interests arc well served by Britain's action. 
They are aware that their Government opposed the closing 
of the Burma Road three months ago. They are aware 
that the opening of this chief supply channel to China by 
the British now must imply a closer understanding be- 
tween Britain and the United States. 

This is nut surprising. When Britain closed the Koad 
it was on condition that Japan should compose its "differ- 
ences" with China and aid stability in the Far East and 
therefore in the world. Japan's contribution to this hope 
meanwhile has been further aggression in Asia and out- 
ri^iir itliancc with European adventurers who threaten 
not only the order of Europe but that of the Western 
Hemisphere. Even Americans who had little interest in 
the Far East today see Japanese aggression there as part 
of that larger program of violence which knows no limit 
bv land or sea. 

Britain has opened the Burma Road, but Americans 
have a responsibility in helping to keep it open. It is a 
responsibility for their own interests and for the interests 
oi peoples all along that Burma Koad where freedom and 
the right of the weak to exist beside the strong is still 
cherished. 



TIME FOR A SHOWDOWN 



A motion by Alderman Mungovan, to submit to the 
electors the question oi whether the council elected in 
December would hold office for one or two* years, was re- 
jected by the town fathers in a recorded vote, G-3, Monday 
evening. 

In the discussion, Deputy-Reeve Vale was quite frank 
in admitting that councils should be elected for two year 
terms or longer, while Reeve Lundy was ,out to .save the 
corporation the expense which would incur (about $150 
paid to the printers, poll clerks, returning ollicers, etc.) 
if the present .council was returned by acclamation. 

The idei) of a two-year term for councils announced 
by Premier -Hepburn last year, did not go over with the 
electors who, while quite willing to place their parlia- 
mentary representatives in office for live years, like to feel 
that each three hundred and sixty-five days they have the 
opportunity to approve or disapprove of their fellow 
townsmen, and if they feel like it. to seek office them- 
selves. Last year fifteen municipalities were asked to 
express their wishes in the matter in a plebiscite, and 
everyone voted to retain the one-year term. 

While we appreciate the service the present council 
has given, and the long and faithful hours of hard work 
they have put in for the town, we do contend that they 
should have of their own volition said to the electors, 
"'•'•£• a;!; you l>\ your ballot to say whether you want a 
two-year council or not. Wc do not want the citizens 
to. have to go out with a petition and make us have the 
question settled."

They sure do deserve if, 
too, the 1 * way they have been 
dropping bombs on the civilian 
population of London is atroc- 
ious.

We are sure seeing lots of air- 
raids now, ami, in fact a little 
while ago our house was hit with 
a piece of ;i land mine. The mine 
did a lot of damage, but nobody 
was hurt very bad. We often get 
bombs dropped around here, but 
I am glad to say all our regiment 
is still intact. I could write lots 
of what happens around here but 
we are -told not to. One thing I 
can say, things are getting rather 
hot. I am getting my second leave 
next month. I don't think I will 
go to London as it has been 
bombed pretty badly. I am trying 
to find out how the band made out 
at the Ex. this year.

TMs means an estimated 130,000 
horsepower increase for Ontario. 

7. Premier King, before leaving 
Ottawa for inspection of East 
Coast defences, announces Parl- 
iament will sit again on Novem- 
ber 5th. 

8. Hon. C. W. G. Gibson, Min- 
ister of National, Revenue, states 
in an interview that naval guns 
will be produced in a Canadian 
plant, one of the largeht in the 
Empire, before the end of 1940. 
By next year, said Mr. Gibson, 
the Dominion will be producing 
seven tanks a day. 



9. Air Minister C. G. Power de- 
clares Canada and United States 
are doubling their output of air- 
planes. By Janiiary 1, there will 
be twice as" many pupils in the 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan 
and by June of 1941 three planes 
will be available for every one 
now available. 

10. Check reveals 25,525 men for 
military training reported in this 
war's first compulsory muster. 
Those rejected as medically unfit 
totalled 2,034. Preparations are 
now being made to call up the 
second group for the period of 
training, scheduled to start Nov- 
ember 22nd. 

11. Announcement is made that 
Canada's Governor General, the 
Earl of Athlone, with Princess 
Alice, will pay social visit to the 
Hyde Park, N.Y., home of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Washington of- 
ficials describe visit as further 
evidence of friendly relations be- 
tween two countries. 

12. Hon. C. D. Howe announces 
the immediate construction of yet 
another major plant in the Can- 
adian War industries develop- 
ment program. The plant, costing 
some $5,500,00, will be erected in 
southern Ontario, and will in- 
crease the Canadian output of 
special alloy steels by -thousands 
of tons monthly. 

13. Orders placed by the Gov- 
ernment for defence purposes 
since the beginning of the war 
now far exceed the half billion 
dollar mark, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Munitions and 
Supply. Up to September 30 last, 
orders placed on Canadian ac- 
count totalled S390.37I.3G3, and 
for British account S134,260,529. 
Orders placed since the beginning 
of October will thus bring the 
total close to the S550 million 
mark.
